24. Spiritualism, in its 
broadest sense, is a knowledge 
of everything pertaining to the 
spiritual nature of human 


beings. It is international, 
cosmopolitan, electric and 
uplifting. 


25. Spiritualists believe in 
the great law, evolution. They 
teach there is sweet reward for 
well-doing and certain punish- 
ment for every wrong action; 
and that all the good and divine 
that is attained here will be 
retained when entering the 
spirit world; that we are 
building now, by our conduct 
and characters, our homes in 
the future state of immortality. 

26. The corner stone, the 
foundation pillar of 
Spiritualism is Spirit, and God 
is Spirit essential and im- 
mutable. The philological scale 
runs thus: Spirit, Spiritual, 
Spiritualism. The spiritually- 
minded man is more than 
mere, conscious spirit-man. 
Men are the architects of their 
own hells; they reap what they 
SOW. 

27. Spiritualism does not 
say “‘good night” in the hour of 
death, but rather gives the glad 
assurance of a most welcome 
“good morning” just across the 
crystal river. It does not drape 
the mourner’s home in gloom, 


but lifts the grim curtain, 
permitting us to hear 
responsive words of loving 


affection from those we love.

28. Spiritualism is a World 
Teacher, Inspirer and Com- 
forter of humanity. It aims at 
the unfoldment and upliftment 
of the race. It emancipates the 
mind from error. It interprets 
to men the great volume of 
Nature. It is the best key with 
which to unlock the storehouse 
of Spiritual Knowledge. It 
explains the enigmas and 
riddles of life. It brings all 
realms of Nature under law and 
asserts that man’s whole duty 
in life is to find out the laws of 
Nature and conform to them. 

29. War is regarded with 
horror by all true Spiritualists, 
all of whom believe in peace 
and brotherhood between man 
and man, and worldwide peace 
among the nations. 

All aggressive wars, wars of 
conquest, wars for extension of 
territory or commercial 
privilege or trade, or 
colonization, are absolutely 
condemned by the ethnics of 
Spiritualism. 

Wars of self-defense, wars of 
liberation for the oppressed, 
wars for privileges vital to 
human life and happiness are 
justified, reluctantly, on the 
ground that a nation has the 
same right to fight in defense of 
its national life and in defense 
of human liberty as an in- 
dividual has to fight in defense 
of his life and liberty under 
attack. 


30. The Teaching of

Inspiration and energy-- what two better words 
could one use to describe Mrs. Muse. She truely .

Q...Upon what is Spiritualism based? 

A. On the principle of nature, the facts of 
human experience and upon mediumship as the 
mouthpiece and interpreter of these. 

Q...Does Spiritualism recognize rewards and 
punishments in the life after death? 

A. Yes, but natural rewards and punishments 


of the same kind as here. It does not find any 
arbitrary rewards and punishments there, any 
more than here. All rewards and punishments 
in all realms of God‘s great kingdom are found in 
the outworking of nature’s laws. There is not 
favoritism on the one hand, nor vengeance on the 
other. Man sins and suffers here, or obeys the 
laws and reaps reward. As above, so below. 

No man escapes punishment; no man misses 
due reward. The idea of an atoning sacrifice for 
sins which will remove their natural con- 
sequences (pardon) is simply ludicrous to the 
inhabitants of the spirit spheres. 

Q...What proof other than spirit communication 
is there to confirm life beyond physical death? 

A. Perhaps none that you will accept before 
your transition occurs. However, if you have a 
current copy of the August issue of the Reader’s 
Digest, pages 81 through 84 will provide much for 
you to think about. The article concerns an in- 
terview with Dr. Elizabeth Kubler-Ross. So well 
known is this lady’s work, that her name is 
synonymous with research on the attitudes and 
psychology of the terminally ill, and the 
possibility of life after death. 

Dr. Ross describes two cases in which patients 
had clinically died only to be revived later ...in 
one case life was restored in 34 hours; the other 
required 1214 hours. Both patients, she in- 
dicated, were able to describe each minute step 
performed by the resuscitation team during the 
period; each patient shared similar experiences 
during their physical absense out of the body. 
She also spoke of patients who so enjoyed their 
out of the body life that they resented, 
“sometimes bitterly, attempts to return them to 
wrecked or cancerous bodies.

Spirit names atomic particle 4 years 
before its reported discovery. 


Between 1923 and 1933 Rev. Ben F. Hayden, 
Pastor, Progressive Spiritualist Church, 
Indianapolis, Ind., conducted a number of spirit 
sittings. He employed automatic writing and 
kept a detailed record of what was relayed. 

Many spirits manifesting through him were 
within family ties or connected with his personal 
band of teachers. In addition to these entities, 
Rev. Hayden communicated with such renowned 
earthly personages as Mollie Teeguarden, 
Benjamin Harrison, U.S. Grant, John Q. Adams, 
Franklin Pierce, Thomas Paine, Marion Dunbar 
and Oliver W. Holmes. His sittings cover many 
more... many who in their time were the great 
illuminatories of this nation. 

TNS invites you to recapture these moments in 
time as it turns back the clock. 


In beginning this series, TNS starts with an 
entry dated Dec. 8, 1928, which deals with the 
production and retension of thoughts within the 
brain. It is of particular note that a term 
“neutron” used in this sitting was supposedly not 
discovered until 1932, when the news of this new 
atomic particle was made known by James 
Chadwick, British physicist. Chadwick 
discovered the neutron by bombarding 
beryllium with alpha particles... a discovery for 
which he received the Nobel Prize in physics in 
1935.

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Lily Dale now has its 


very own art gallery

It is my pleasure to share with all of you the 
story of the birth of a new and exciting venture 
here in beautiful Lily Dale. A venture that began 
as the loving ‘‘thought child’ of two lovely 
ladies, Ms. Joyce Denning and Ms. Karen 
Moller, who are working, planning and 
struggling to give Lily Dale a new channel 
through which God’s beauty can éxpress itself. 

Of course I am talking about the Lily Dale Art 
Gallery. What began as a not too attractive 
apartment was, with very little capital and 
ingenious effort, developed into a lovely show 
case for paintings. 

Mrs. Lorraine McNamara added her support 
and formed the original committee to establish 
the Art Gallery. The present committee com- 
prises Karen Moller, chair person; Joyce 
Denning, secretary-treasurer; and Mary Vargo 
and B. Frank Sheppard, trustees. 

Ms. Denning is a fine artist in her own right 
while Ms. Moller expresser her talents in crafts. 
In order that the new art gallery would be 
operated in a professional manner, its founding 
committee sought advice from others already 
established in the art field. 

July 4th the Lily Dale Art Gallery held its first 
outdoor showing. Additional outdoor showings 
followed August 8th and 24th. 

There are now over 75 paintings in.the gallery, 
valued at approximatley $12,500.00 In all 25 
artists are represented, including eleven from 
Lily Dale. The response from local artists has 
been overwhelming. Unfortunately at this time, 
because of limited space, the gallery is unable to 
accept any more works. Mediums include oils, 
acrylics, sketches, watercolor, tempra and 
photographs plus sculptures in metal and clay, 
along with some wood carvings. 

As of now, five dedicated people have volun- 
teered their assistance in the care and operation 
of the gallery. In the first three and a half weeks 
of the gallery’s operation, over 600 people toured 
the paintings and exhibits. 

Although the paintings and sculptures are for 
sale, the Art Gallery is a non-profit endeavor. 
Local businesses donated carpeting and lighting 
fixtures. Financial support has come in from 
this country and Canada. Regretfully, more 
dollars are still needed. Individuals and 
organizations who donate $25 or more will be 
identified and named in a special display on view 
at all times. 

Yearly rent, utilities, insurance, office sup- 
plies and framing equipment will total $3,500. 
There is no admission fee and hours during camp

It takes an untolled number of hours spent in 
periods of concentration to master control of 
one’s mental facilities, Rarely, does one develop 
within a short period. Mediumship seldom 
comes quickly.

Dimension, time and 
knowledge edge closer to your discovery as you 
probe your own ability to extend beyond yourself 
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and investigate creation... imagine! -partakin,

Mediumship opens the door to many person 
rewards Perhaps many will come through 
readings. Some will seek your ability to lighten 
their personal loss and grief. Others will gain 
golden opportunities through your “‘sight” and 
spiritual hearing.

and instructor. 

Beyond these moments are even greater 
rewards. Mediumship gives you a personal 
insight that will strengthen your faith, serve yoy 
in times of stress and need, and provide 4 
doorway to the knowledge of time.
